The rebels were well provided. They had 
erected good cabins, and had chinked and

Their clothes were 
jeans, mostly butternut colored, and were 
thick ancl warm, but they had few overcoats.

It would be hardly possible to push an army 
train through the wild country beyond the 
Cumberland, where the rebels dispersed.

GALLLANTRY OF THE INDIANA TENTH. 
An East Tennessecan, writing from Zollicof- 
fer’s camp on the 20th, (the day after the bat- 
tle,) gives the following additicnal partic- 
ulars: 

Just at daybreak on Sunday name the 
1h of January, sharp firing commenced with 
the pickets in the same spet where the firing 
was last Friday night; the long roll beat in 
the Indiana 10th, and they formed instantly 
end marched to the support of their pickets. 
The 10th and Kinoncy’s battery were close to- 
gether, and half a mile in advance of every- 
thing. The battery got ready for action on 
the instant, and. awaited orders. By the way, 
Standart’s battery and Wetmore’s four gun 
battery were both in park, one on cach side of 
Kinney’s battery. The Ist Tennessee was 
about a quarter of a mile In the rear of these 
batteries, in the woods. The 4th Kentgcky, 
Col. Fry, was the next regiment on the road, 
half a mile in the rear of the batteries; the 2d 
. Tepnesece meceer: quarter of a mile in the rear 
of the 4th Kentucky. y 
The 10th Indiana went into the woods about 
a quarter of a mile In advance of their tents, 
to the support of their pickets; and bravely 
did they support them, too, for over half an 
hour, against the whole force led against them; 
and never retreated a step, nor give an inch of 
ground, until nearly surrounded by overwhelm- 
ing nurn bers ; to save themselves from 
being entirely surrounded, they upwillingly 
gave way. Here was a crisis ; and yell on yell 
went up from the lantern-jawed secessionists ; 
they thought the day was all their own. But, 
happily, any disastrous consequence was pre- 
vented by arrival of the 4th Kentucky and 
Sth Ohic to the support of the gallant 10th.—

given Chicago one more warrant of her repu- 
tation as a forwarding city. - 

Apert from these rapid and frequent 
of regiments, from the roll of drams and 
sheen of bayonets, the fluttering of banners, 
and the measured tramp of men—there have 
been but few occasions to suggest the pres- 
ence of an alarming and gigantic war.
